The theese advices concerning our complica- 
tions with Spain on the capture of the Virginius 
are apparently warlike. The decision must be 
made within a few days, and, although this de- 
cision rests with Congress, it is possible for the 
President to put things in such shape that war 
will be the result, althoygh the unbiased judg- 
ment of Congress might be opposedtoit.

The difference 
between a state of war and a game of chess is 
that the former is wicked unless undertaken as a 
last remedy for intolerable wrongs, while the 
latter is an innocent amusement, We claim to 
be a Christian nation, and as such to hold mur- 
der in abhorrence. Waris murder on a large 
scale—justifiable and unavoidable, however, at 
times. We have just come out of s war in 
which a million of our best and bravest were 
slain, and it is simply horrible to hear 
people clamoring for more war, before they 
know what they are going to fight about. The 
Journal wants a war to free the Cubans. What 
Cubans? Does it meat a majority of the inhab- 
itante of the Island of Cuba? Not at all. It 
means the handful of men, undoubtedly brave 
and patriotic, who occupy @ portion of 
the east end of the island. Why not confess, 
then, that the object of the war cry is to 
assist a foreign revolution, or perhaps to 

foreign territory, and in order to do this to com-

The conspiracy may control the officers of the 
State and the machinery of the Government; it 
may compel a partisan political majority in the 
Legislature to hide and cover up all evidences of 
complicity in fraud, and to aid and abet the at- 
tempt to make the State assume this debt, but it 
cannot control the farmers in their individual 
capacity. The farms of the people of half a 
dozen counties are mortgaged to pay 
the principal and interest of this 
$598,000 paid for stock in the Gilman, 
Clinton & Springfield Railroad; and while the 
bankers at Springfield who invested $2,500 to 
$3,000 in the road, constituting themselves its 
managers, have bartered it away to Tom Scott, 
the people whose money has been taken have 
the courts to appeal to for redress, and we trust 
they will do so promptly, and visit their utmost 
vengeance on all who have participated in these 
schemes of plunder.

SHORTAGE GRAIN. 

One of the best grounded complaints which 
country dealers in grain have against Chicago is 
the “ shortage,”—by which is meant the differ- 
ence between their weights aad the weight al- 
lowed by the proprietors of the grain warehouses 
in this city. That difference is generally against 
the shipper. and often amounts to from three to 
ten bushels per car-load, or 1}¢ per cent. 

One of the greatest causes of complaint, and 
incitements to Eastern dealers in grain to avoid 
buying in Chicago, is the shortage, or loss of 
weight; by which we mean the difference be- 
tween the amounts of grain alleged to be 
weighed out of the elevators here, and those 
which are received by the buyer on ite arrival 
down East. This shortage often reaches anoth- 
er 13¢ per cent on grain forwarded by rail; and 
used to amount to nearly as much on shipments 
by water, tall a partial reform waa forced, about 
three years ago, by the united action of the ves- 
sel-owners and the Buffalo Board of Trade. 

This double difficulty has existed for so many 


legislation. It is a loss which falls entirely upon 
them, while many of the evils of the warehouse 
system that have engaged the attention of the 
producer have principaily affected the specula- 
tive class of grain-dealers. This shaving of the 
loaf as it passes between the producer and the 
consumer, and for no service rendered which is 
not otherwise paid for, is a crying evil that 
should be at once abated. Better abolish the 
whole warehouse system, and go back to first | 
principies, than to permit and connive at 2 
system which stands confessed as a thievish sys- 
tem, the only point in dispute being the amount 


of the theft. 


The third trial of Rafferty, the murderer of 
Officer O’Meara, is concluded, and for the third 
time he has been found guilty of murder. All 
the previous errors having beep amended, we 
presume no new ones have been committed, and 
that the Prosecuting Attorney has finished his 
work beyond any possibility of having 
to go over it again. The verdict of the 
Waukegan jury isa triumph in the interests of 
the right, and it has been obtained under circum- 
stances which make it peculiarly gratifying. No 
prisoner ever had a more skillful de- 
tense than Rafferty, or more per- 
severing or patient one, and in addition 
to the efforts of his counsel, the vari- 
rious decisions of the Supreme Court, remand- 
ing his case, have been tantamount to an appeal 
to the jury to convict him of manslaughter. We 
presume that there are few people in this city, 
who have followed the case attentively, who will 
not be somewhat surprised at the verdict, and 
who had not made up their minds that this time 
he would only be convicted of manslaughter. The 
record of the case pointed to such a result, Raf- 
ferty committed the murder Aug. 5, 1872, and 
thirty-five days thereafter was brought to trial 
and found guilty, the jury affixing the death- 
penalty. His counsel then appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, and a supersedeas was granted 
upon the ground that the Court below had erred 
in not allowing the change of venue asked for. 
This error was corrected, and the second trial 
commenced in Waukegan last February, and 
again he was found guilty. His counsel went 
again to the Supreme Court upon three im- 
portant errors: 1. That no remittitur was ob- 
the cause to the Criminal Court of Coox 
County; 2. That the evidence concerning the 
illegality of the warrant which Officer Scanlan 
was attempting to serve when O' Meara was shot 
had been excluded; 8. That the evidence con- 
cerning the intoxication of Rafferty was ex- 
cluded. Upon these errors a supersedeas was 
again granted, and once more the case came to 
trial. The remittitur was obtained in proper 
form. The entire evidence concerning the 
illegality of the warrant and the intoxication of 
Rafferty was given to the jury, and, with every 
advantage in his favor which his counsel had 
claimed, he is again declared guilty of murder. 
The case is therefore complete, No exceptions

THE THIRD CONVICTION OF BAFFERTY. | widely published throughout the United States
